CASUALTY LOSSES 


‘Surprise a recent tax break works two 
ways. The same exclusion of $500,000 gain 
‘on the sale of a home ($250,000 on a single 
return) also can be utilized when a home is 
destroyed in a fire of flood. 


‘Until recently, if a homeowner lost his 
appreciated property in @ casualty, the 
insurance payout on the loss—over the 
‘owner's basis price—would be considered a 
taxable gain. The only tax-free option was 
to rebuild the house, making certain that the 
new home cost as much or more than the 
old one. 


Under the new law, though, this casualty 
oss is considered the same as a sale. This 
‘means the owner can get up to $500,000 
‘more from the insurance company for the 
house (or $250,000 more for a single) over 
the basis price without triggering a tax bill.

A Master Plan serves many 
purposes; providing guidance for 
future town development, manag- 
ing the town’s growth and natural 
resources.

The 1970 Master Plan contains 
several recommendations that 
were either forgotten, or were 
only recently addressed. The ‘70 
Master Plan recommended for 
the town center: 

“Main Street needs widening 
and control of curb cuts to facili- 
tate traffic, and much stricter 
control of signs. Why not make 
Wilmington distinctive by having 
street trees along Main Street?” 

The ‘70 Master Plan also 
included recommendations made

“If fluoride caused disease 

we'd know,” Foley said. “It would 
be out of the water.” 

Durfee put the point bluntly. 

“When the Board of Health 
originally considered fluoridation 
[when Durfee sat on the board], 
we received huge amounts of 
information,” Durfee said. “Most 
of which was garbage.” 

According to Foley, the stan- 
dard amount of fluoride added to 
a water supply is one part per 
million (ppm), the equivalent of 
one milligram of fluoride per liter 
of water. In Massachusetts, 3.5 
residents currently receive fluori- 
nated water. 

Andover resident Pam 
Mullenix said the town would be 
unable to guarantee fluoride 
amounts in the town water would 
remain at one part per million, 
and said surges as mild as an 
increase to 1.5 parts per million 
could have drastic health affects. 

However, Board of Health 
chair James Ficociello disagreed. 

“The town uses free chlorine to 
disinfect the town water,” 
Ficociello said. “If we add chlo- 
rine safely, why would fluoride be 
(any different]?” 

Audience members also said 
the benefits of fluoride would be 
minimal, because few residents 
still drink town water, opting 
instead for spring water, which is 
perceived as the healthier alter- 
native. 

Board member Eugene Kritter 
said town water was better regu- 
lated than bottled spring water, 
because spring water is not sub- 
ject to the strict federal stan- 
dards the town water must obey. 

The Board of Health is empow- 
ered under state law to fluoridate 
a town water supply. If this action

The plants we love to hate, two 
good examples are dandelions and 
cfabgrass. But did you know that 
béth of these so-called weeds were 
purposely brought to the United 
States because of their usefulness? 

“A member of the daisy family, 
the common dandelion (Taraxacum 
officinale) originated in Eurasia 
but is now found nearly worldwide. 
The “officinale” in its botanical 
nafme is our tip-off that this plant 
was commonly used for medicinal 
parposes. In fact, for centuries the 
dandelion has been used as an im- 
pértant source of medicine and food 
by many different cultures. 

The common name was origi- 
nally “dent de lion”, given to it by 
the Normans who compared the 
jagged leaf-edges to the teeth of a 
lion, but over the centuries the name 


was changed to dandelion. 

Medicinally the dandelion has 
been cultivated and used in the 
treatment of many different dis- 
eases including scurvy; it has been 
used as a diuretic, a digestive aid, a 
treatment for inflammations, liver 
problems and a wide range of other 
ailments. 


As a food source dandelions are 
very high in vitamins and several 
minerals, more so than many ofthe 
vegetables commonly used today. 
The leaves, best when they are 
young and tender, can be used in 
salads or you can cook them as you 
would any green leafy vegetable 
and serve alone or as an addition to 
soups or stews. The long taproots, 
after being roasted and ground, 
have beenused throughout the world 
as a caffeine-free coffee substitute,

settlements and by the time the 
pioneers moved across the conti- 
nent the dandelions had preceded 
them and were being used and en- 
joyed by the Native Americans. 
Ridding your lawn of dandelions 
is certainly a challenge. One of the 
best ways to conquer them is to 
prevent flowering and the subse- 
quent setting of seed. You can also 


hand dig them from your lawn, but 
be sure to get the whole root, other- 
wise it will grow one or more new 
plants. You can also apply herbi- 
cides which are available from gar- 
den centers and other stores selling 
gardening supplies, be sure to read 
and follow the label directions care- 
fully. Or maybe you could serve 
them for dinner! I’verecently heard 
about a farm in the western part of 
the United States that is growing 
dandelions commercially and do- 
ing a booming business selling them 


to the high-end restaurant trade. If 
you decide to give them a try make 
sure they have not been treated 
with any chemicals. 

Crabgrant (Digitaria 
sanguinalis) is thriving this year, 
I’ve never seen so much of it! Our 
lawns have taken a beating this 
year because of the heat anddrought 
but these conditions are perfect for 
crabgrass which can rapidly take 
over as regular turf grasses suc- 
cumb to the weather. 

Crabgrass is an annual plant 
which emerges inthe spring, grows 
very rapidly under favorable con- 
ditions and is killed by the autumn 
frosts. But, before dying it has 
usually left a present in your lawn, 
thousands of seeds that will germi- 
nate the next spring and during 
subsequent years. A way you can 
help prevent this seasonal infesta- 
tion is by mowing your lawn at a 
height of two to two and one half

Tips on avoiding the flu 


WILMINGTON/TEWKSBURY - 
Battling the sneezing, coughing, 
aches and fever of the flu starts 
with a few tactical moves to banish 
the bug, according to the health 
care professionals at Visiting Nurse 
Association of North Shore. 

“The flu tends to hit suddenly 
and hard,” said Sandra Carlson, 
RN, clinical education specialist 
for VNA North Shore. “Unlike a 
cold, which is spread by over 100 
viruses each year, the flu is spread 
by just a few viruses through direct 
contact with an infected person.” 

Last year, VNA North Shore and 
its affiliated VNA Care Network 
agencies administered more than 
6,000 flu shots in private homes, 
businesses and community sites in 
eastern Massachusetts. VNA North 
Shore also brings health care into 
people's homes in the North Shore, 
Cape Ann and Merrimack Valley. 

According to Carlson, some of 
the best ways to avoid the flu in- 
clude the following: 

*Washing your hands often with 
soap and warm water 

*Getting plenty of rest when you 
feel sick 


*Avoiding touching or rubbing 
your nose and eyes 

A flu shot is another preventa- 
tive, but is not for everyone. Those 
who benefit most from the flu shot 
are those most likely to be exposed 
to or endangered by the illness in- 
cluding health care workers, the 
elderly, and people with chroni¢ 
heart, lung, or kidney disease. 

Individuals who ahi to get a 
flu shot should do so eight to 10 
weeks prior to the height of the flu 
season in winter and early spring. 
Mild flu like symptoms are pos- 
sible, and the shot is not guaran- 
teed. Flu vaccines are formulated 
based on outbreaks which have oc- 
curred in the past and may not stop 
newer viruses which cause the 
spread of the illness today. 

If you get the flu, VNA North 
Shore offers these tips to alleviate 
flu symptoms: 

*Take Acetaminophen (Tylenol, 
Tempra) or Ibuprofen (Advil, 
Nuprin) to reduce fever and allevi- 
ate aches. Follow medication dos- 
age and check onthe box. 

*Get plenty of rest, especially if 
you are running a fever.

Pneumonia vaccine will not beavail- 
able at this clinic, but will be avail- 
able on November 1, 1999 from 2 to 
4 p.m. at the Town Hall.

*To alleviate a sore throat, try 
drinking hot tea with lemon and 
honey, gargling with warm water 
and salt, and using lozenges or A 
sore throat spray. 

*Stop smoking and avoid second 
hand smoke which can worsen 
symptoms. : 

*Avoid alcohol. 

Don’ tunderestimate the serious- 
ness -of the flu. Over 90 million 
cases of the flu are reported each 
year. Of these millions, over 150,000 
will result in hospitalization and an 
average 20,000 will result in death 
each year. The flu can be mast 
serious for individuals with other 
diseases and health conditions such 
as kidney disease, cystic fibrosis, 
diabetes, anemia, cancer, server 
asthma, long term heart or lung 
problems, and immunological dis- 
order. 

Itis recommended by the. Ameri- 
can Academy of Family Physicians 
to see your doctor if the following 


symptoms persist: your cold lasts 
morethan 10days; earache or drairi- 
age from the ear; severe pain ‘ih 
your face or forehead; temperature 
above 102° F; shortness of breath; 
hoarseness, sore throat or cough 
that won't go away; and wheezing.

Great, Scott! in 


Wilmington 

“Last month, shortly after his 
27th birthday, Scott McBay was 
named Residential Vice- 
President at U.S. Seal-Coat in 
Woburn,” notes the “Wilmington 
‘Town Crier.” 


“During the paving season, 
from early April to mid-October, 
Scott handles all residential cost 
estimates, on-site measuring, 
and proposal preparation. And 
he does it all from the cus- 
tomized, motorized wheelchair 
which has been his center of 
operations for the past 5 years. 

“On August 14, 1994, McBay 
was riding his motorcycle on 
Route 38 in Tewksbury, when he 
was cut off in traffic. The ensu- 
ing accident left him paralyzed 
from the neck down. He spent 
five months in University 
Hospital, in Boston and the next 
two years working with rehabili- 
tation staff to come up with the 
computer technology most suit- 
ed to his needs. By means of a 
straw control on the chair, he 
can turn the lights or TV on and 
off, and can move around where 
he wants to go. The chair also 
carries a ventilator, upon which 
McBay is dependent, and’ the 
whole operation runs off a bat- 
tery which is recharged every 
night. 

“Ten months after Scott's 
accident, a good friend of his, 
Gary Josephson of Burlington, 
was paralyzed, also in a motor- 
cycle accident. This was Scott’s 
turning point. ‘I was feeling 
sorry for myself’ he admits, ‘but 
then Gary needed me’ He nods 
thoughtfully, ‘Gary was my 
rehab’ 

“In early 1997, Scott’s family 
broke ground on an addition to

When it came 
time to pave the new driveway, 
Scott called U.S. Seal-Coat, the 
paving company for which he 
had been working at the time of 
his accident, for an estimate. 
‘They. sent over the secretary 
with a measuring wheel and a 
piece of paper. I thought, I can 
do that!.’ 

“Scott called me and asked if 
there was something he could 
do,’ says Mike Musto, President 
of U.S. Seal-Coat and Scott’s for- 
mer boss. ‘At first, I just didn’t 
think there was anything. I 
knew he was a responsible guy 
who had a bad accident, and I 
wanted to help.’ Putting their 
heads together and drawing on 
McBay’s knowledge of the busi- 
ness, they came up with the idea 
of attaching a simple measuring 
wheel to the wheel of the chair, 
enabling McBay to drive along 
and record the measurements. ‘I 
think we used duct tape and 
wire, laughs Musto.... 

“Scott's other love is design- 
ing wéb sites, and the winter 
months give him the time to 
devote to this second career. 
‘Come visit me, www.us-seal- 
coat.com, he says with a chuck- 
le. 

“When the paving season 
ends in early October, Scott 
shifts his focus to helping others 
who, like his friend Gary, need 
him. ‘Most spinal injuries hap- 
pen in summer, and by late fall 
they’re ready to talk to me’ As a 
peer counselor for the National 
Spinal Cord Injury Foundation, 
he is involved with helping dis- 
abled people look ahead to their 
own futures...”

“Gregg Duffy could well be 
the best track athlete in the 


By the time he graduated 

from RMHS as a five-time All- 
Scholastic and two-time Boston 
Globe track performer of the 
season, everyone did. 
Duffy’s rise to prominence 
began early, in just. his second 
year. At an annual 
freshmen/sophomore meet in 
Lowell, Duffy’s leap of 6-2 in the 
high jump broke a long-standing 
meet record. 

Still a sophomore, he made 
history by taking home MVP 
honors from the Andover 
Invitational in the Spring. It was 
Duffy’s first of three such hon- 
ors, repeated in his junior and 
senior years. 

Later he would earn the title 
of Middlesex League and Class 
B champion in his top event, the 
high jump, by clearing 6-6. 

But the best was yet to come. 

In his junior year, Duffy 
earned Middlesex League MVP 
honors in both the indoor and 
outdoor seasons, Boston Herald 
All-Scholastic high jump honors 
in the Spring, and was named a 
Track All-American by the 
National High School Athletic 
Coaches Association. 

In a meet vs, Stoneham he 
broke the RMHS record with a 
jump of 6-7 3/4, and went on to 
win both the Class B and All- 
State high jump championships 
that year by clearing 6-8 in both 
meets. . 

Though best known for his 
jumping ability, Duffy's speed, 
versatility and all-around ath- 
leticism made him.a dangerous 
opponent regardless of event, 
He specialized in the 400 but at 
various times would triple jump, 
run the 200 or 800 meters and 
even the mile. At the state level 
he always anchored Reading’s 
4x400 team, and was noted for 
reeling in four or five runners in 
the home stretch of a race. 

Duffy capped off his RMHS 
track career with a senior sea- 
son nothing short of extraordi- 
nary. In the winter, he again 
conquered the Middlesex League 
and continued his tear into the 
post-season, winning not only 
the State Class B’s but the All- 
States with a new state record of 
6-10. All-Scholastic honors from 


the Herald and Globe followed, _

In the All-State meet the 
week following, Duffy placed 
second in both the high jump 
and 400 meters. 

His feats earned him high 
jump and 400 meter All- 
Scholastic honors from the 
Herald and Boston Globe, and 
he also was named outstanding 
spring sports performer by the 
Globe 

Perhaps Croft best summed 
up Duffy’s career when, in 1987, 
he offered this salutation. 

“Anyone who missed Gregg 
missed watching one of the most 
extraordinary athletes ever. He 
brings desire, ambition, and 
intensity to the track. He’s been 
ready since his sophomore year. 
There’s an expression for it: 
Grace under Pressure. 

“We'll never have another 
Duffy. Then again, no one else 
ever will either.”

“The School Committee is in 
the process of developing a long- 
range plan to upgrade the ath- 
letic fields on school grounds,” 
notes the Burlington edition of 
the “Daily Times Chronicle.”

Nelson broached the topic, say- 
ing he had spoken with 
Recreation Maintenance 
Director Doug Gillingham and 
Recreation Commission 
Chairman Jack Ferren.

that took the advanced place- 
ment tests scored high enough 
to receive college credits prior 
to their freshman years,” notes 
the “Lynnfield Villager.” 

“In order to receive college 
credits the student must score a 


' three or better, on a scale of one 


through five, on the test. 

“By scoring a three or better 
on the test, the student does not 
have to take the freshman level 
of the tested subject in college. 

“The most prolific subject for 
Lynnfield students was English 
literature/composition, with 91 
percent of the students tested 
receiving college credits. The 
next highest scoring subject was 
statistics at 78 percent, then 
US. history with 73 percent, cal- 
culus with 63 percent, chemistry 
with 58 percent, psychology with 
53 percent and biology with 33 
percent. 

“The 73 percentile scoring 
college credits in U.S. history is 
the highest in recent history, 
according to Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Richard Palermo, 
who said he and the School 
Committee liked the results. 

“Overall we were very 
pleased; Palermo said. 

“In total there were 132 
grades reported for the 74 stu- 
dents which means some stu- 
dents took more than one test. 
Of the 132 grades reported, 14 
percent received the highest 
score of five, 27 percent were 
fours, 30 percent were threes 
and only a total of 30 percent 
did not receive credits.”

To educate the public about 
what they can do to help a vic- 
tim of cardiac arrest, Hallmark 
Health and the Cardiac Survival 
Project offer the Adult Heart 
Saver Course. The next session 
will be held on Monday, October 
4 from 7 to 9 pm at the Dutton 
Center, 1117 Main Street, 
Wakefield.

Promptly administered CPR 
can help victims of cardiac 
arrest survive and ultimately 
return to productive lives. 
Without CPR, the body’s blood 
supply cannot circulate oxygen 
to the brain and other organs, 
eventually resulting in brain 
damage and death. Getting spe- 
cialized medical care for vic- 
tims, starting with CPR, is cru- 
cial to saving lives. 

CPR is simple to learn: there 
are no tests to take or previous 
medical training needed. 
Program participants learn how 
the heart functions, how to call 
for help, and techniques for 
CPR and the Heimlich

Question: We are restoring a 
100-year-old house on a budget 
and on a room-by-room basis. 
Our current project is one of 
the baths — specifically the old 
tub. We like its old-look charac- 
ter, but not its beat-up condi- 
tion. What would it take to 
refinish the tub? 


Answer: The first option is 
to have the tub resurfaced by a 
professional. Depending on the 
color and location, the pros 
may charge between $200 and 
$250 to resurface a bathtub 
with an epoxy finish. There are 
also refinishing kits available 
for the do-it-yourselfer. The 
kits can be made to work, but 
our experience indicates a high 
failure rate when folks try to 
refinish the tub themselves. 

The problem is getting a 
good bond between the new 
epoxy coating and the old tub 
finish. You have to start with a 
surface that’s really clean. 
While the old tub’s surface ap- 
pears to be smooth and un- 
broken, in fact there are tiny 
pores in the finish that collect 
soap scum and dirt. The pros 
overcome this problem by 
giving the tub a strong acid 
bath. Industrial strength acid is 
very dangerous to handle —'es- 
pecially by a novice. An

ROSES: FACT AND LEGEND 

Roses grew in gardens in Asia 
as long as 5,000 years ago, mak- 
ing them the longevity queens of 
flower cultivation. In its wild state, 
the rose is believed to go back even 
farther, According to the home arts 
site, rose fossils date from 35 mil- 
lion years ago. 

No matter the language, roses 
seem to say “I love you” in a more 
recognizable way than any other 
flower. 

They have long been the favored 
blooms used in weddings. Even 
the color of the rose is fraught with 
meaning. Red and white together 
symbolize unity; pink means grace 
and gentility; and yellow stands 
for joy. 

Brewer’s Dictionary of Phrase 
and Fable reports, “Medieval leg- 
end asserts that the first roses 
appeared miraculously at 
Bethlehem as the result of prayers 

“fayre Mayden” who had been 
falsely accused and sentenced to 
death by burning.” Obviously, 
medieval were obliv- 
a ee pcee record. “ 

in Greek mythology, the god- 
dess Chloris turns a dead nymph 
into a flower. Her beauty was then 
enhanced by Aphrodite, given bril- 
liance, cor and charm by the three 
Graces. The flower, a rose of course, 
was given to the love god Eros and 
named “Queen of the Flowers.” 

‘The Romans tell it another way. 
The maiden Rodanthe had many 
suitors but she would have none 
of them. The suitors broke down the 
maiden’s door and the Roman god- 
dess Diana was so infuriated she 
turned Rodanthe into a rose, her 
suitors into thorns. 

HERBS, GRAINS 
AND FLOWERS 
Writing in “Weddings for 


Dummies,” which she co-authored 
with Laura Fisher Kaiser, 
Manhattan wedding and special 
events planner Marcy Blum says, 
“Today, the language of flowers is 
spoken most often at weddings and 
encompasses the language of herbs 
as well. Since the time of ancient 
Greece, when brides carried herbs 
and grains as signs of fertility, 
many a bride has slipped sprigs of 
herbs into her bridal bouquet to 
convey a special meaning or to fool 
the evil eye. 

“For years, only one style of 
bouquet was considered appro- 
priate for formal weddings: roses, 
stephanotis and lily of the valley. 
No longer. At even extremely for- 
mal ceremonies, brides now carry 
a variety of flowers and colors.” 

Grooms are much more involved 
in all phases of the process of plan- 
might as well get their say. It’s 
much better from the bride’s point 
of view, because the men can’t turn 
around after the fact and say, ‘God, 
I hated the flowers.’” 

Men are also becoming more 
creative in selecting boutonnieres 
for themselves and their grooms- 
men. Cornflowers are in, as well 
as vocal opinions (can’t stand 
stephanotis; hate ivy!). 

So are such uncommon items 
as boutonnieres made of green 
blueberries, seen recently in a 
bridal magazine.

By the end of his sophomore season, 
when he drove his Wilmington Wildcats 
toa fourth quarter, game-winning touch- 
down over rival Tewksbury on 
‘Thanksgiving morning, Josh Hiltz proved 
he could lead his team. Now over the 
first two games this year, he’s raised his 
play to the next level. 

When the Scarlet Knights defense 
clamped down on Wildcat runners dur- 
ing a season-opening 50-12 win against 
North Andover, Hiltz let the passer in 
him take over.

“That was the right call with the 
right kid at the right time,” said 
Almeida, of the gorgeous run. “It was 
all designed. We didn’t want to throw 
the ball yet, we were going to throw it 
on the next down but we didn’t have to. 
But Josh got some great down field 
blocking on that run, especially from 
the line and then Bobby French.” 

“J thought Josh was our best 
player today,” continued Almeida. “He 
had a terrific game.” 

Coming in, Hiltz and Co. expected a 
savage battle.

“We knew it was going to be bash 
heads time and that’s what we were 
doing,” said Hiltz when all was said and 
done andhis 46-yard touchdown run stood 
out as the difference in a 14-6 win.

contributed to the change in fortunes.
